The cease-fire was promulgated in a Security Coun- 
cil resolution, thaf also called for immediate peace 
negotiations between the sides, and for implementa- 
tion of the 1967 Security Council Resolution 242 “in, 
all its parts.” 

Jordan also yesterday accepted the cease-fire, but 
said its expeditionary force in Syria would meanwhile 
remain under Syrian command. Iraq, which sent 
larger forces to Syria, rejected the cease-fire call.

The Spanish-born musician and 
composer had a heart attack three 
weeks ago. ‘He entered a hospital 
Jast week after developing breath- 
ing problems.

A command perfor- 
mance before Queen Victoria in 
London opened the doors toa career 
as an international concert artist, 
including concerts with Rachmari- 
noff in Moscow and Paderewski and 
Fritz Krebiter in New York.

Large family 
thrown out of 
Amidar room 


ASHEKELON. — Police yesterday 
evicted a family with 12 children 
from 8. dilapidated room adjoining 
their 2):-room house in the Tzafon 
Quarter here. The eviction order, re- 
quested by the Amidar housing com- 
, was issued by Ashkelon Ma- 
gistrates’ Court on Sunday. 

The father of the family, Nahum 
Menahem, told Itim that he had 
broken down the wall separating his 
flat from the room — which had 
fallen vacant after serving as 3 
poultry shop — when conditions in 
his grossly overcrowded home be- 
came unbearable, He said he had of- 
fered to buy the abandoned Arab 
structure from Amidar, but was un- 
able to raise the IL12,000 key money 
the housing company asked. 

Replying to the reporter's question, 
Ashkelon police sald they had car- 
ried out the eviction both because of 
the court order and because Amidar 
had declared the room dangerous.
